oE terror, the people of Meadowland, 
a little mining town near here re- 
turned home yesterday, which tttey 
iad torsaken wjien it seemed the vil- 
lage would be engulfed by a torrent 
or burning oil. Twenty-four families 
were rendered homeless by fire 
They 
were camped on the hills until officers 
of the United 
Coal Company could 
md them more comfortable quarters 
Joctors and constables were mixed 
with the crowd in search of those who 
lad been hurt in the panic last night, 
but none were seriously injured. The 
oil in the tank, struck by lightning 
Sunday night, burned itself out, al- 
hough great masses of blaclt smoke 
rolled up from the spot where it had 
stood. The tank contained 25,090 bar- 
rels of oil. Last night when an er- 
)losion scattered the oil, the other 
:anks in the vicinity were threatened. 
The workmen diverted 
the 
flaming 
fluids in ditches and the town was 
laved. It is said the loss would reach 
i75,000.

"The future development of medi 
oine, both curative^ and 
preventive 
depend upon scientific investigation 
The public is the 
beneficiary, ant 
should in every way encourage medl 
cal research. Tlie 
federal 
govern 
ment and the state should sustain and 
promote 
scientific research. 
Tha 
jovernment is the best which secures 
for its citizens the great freedom from 
disease, the highest degree of healtl 
and that people which most fully se 
cures the enjoyment of these blessings 
will dominate the worjd. 
"The historian of the future wll 
lave no difficulties In convincing his 
readers that those who lived at the 
beginning of the twentieth 
century 
were slightly removed from barbar 
sm, as he will tell that the schools 
saloons and 
house 
of prostitution 
n close proximity; that the capitalist 
worked his employe under the condl

to Constitutionalists.

Chihuahua, Mexico, June 23.—What- 
ver may be said in criticism of Gen- 
ral Villa, no one as yet has risen to 
eny that he has established order in 
he cities he has captured. As-good 
government, and perhaps 
even a 
letter one, exists in Juarez, Chihua- 
ua, Torreon and Monterey today as 
xisted betore these towns fell into 
ebel hands. The lives and property 
f persons friendly to the constitution- 
list cause are quite safe 
in these 
ities, though It'is doubtful if as .much 
an be said of persons who are un- 
rlendly to the rebel chieft-'i 
Probably one of the most discour- 
ging things in. connection with cdn- 
titutionalist government is the large 
mount of paper currency of uncer- 
ain value which is now in circulation. 
States Issue Money. 
Under the seal of the constitutional- 
st treasury notes have been issued by 
onora, Chihuahua, Coahuila, Durango 
nd other states, but the uncertainty 
rises over the amount actually put in 
irculation under this authority. There 
s every reason to believe that sev- 
ral of the states have issued paper 
otes on their own account. Already 
ome question is raised about the cur- 
ency of the state 
of Tamaulipas. 
Vhile It is probable that if the constP 
utionallsts succeed the currency au- 
lorized by the Caranza government 
/ill be redeemed, there is apprehen- 
ion lest much of the state currency 
e repudiated. • Nevertheless, at pres- 
nt the notes of the different states 
irculate outside of the state in which 
ley are issued. 
General Villa has a mint at Chihua- 
ua, which is -expected to coin silver 
ollars and half dillars. Over on the 
aciflc slope in the state of Sinola 
ome crude composition silver dollars 
irere minted in the sand. Ill Coahuila 
ome constitutionalist patriot obtained 
le die for minting the regular Mexi- 
an silver dollar, and substituted for 
le usual inscription the phrase, "Mu- 
rta Huerta—death to Huerta." Some 
these dollars were 
put out, but 
when it was found that they were 
hiefly lead their value as circulating 
medium dropped, and they were ex- 
hanged only as curiosities.

Scrip 
Promises'to Pay. 
The 
'constitutionalists 
wherever 
liey came

control usually re- 
udiated the temporary notes Issued 
nder 
the Huerta government. At 
tlonterey a large part of the circulation 
onsisted of "vales" or scrip promises 
o pay. These were repudiated by the 
onstitutionalists, but they found it 
ecessary to exchange something like 
150,000 of them for constitutionalist 
urrency, since the poorer people were 
bsolutely without money of any kind 
hen the "vales" were outlawed. 
In Tamaulipas the existing 
mone- 
tary disorder has been accentuated by. 
le constitutionalist commander out- 
awing the notes issued by the banks, 
Ince February 13.

Notwithstanding .the military suc- 
cesses of the constitutionalists, the fi- 
nancial outlook grows worse instead 
of better as more territory comes un- 
der their control. This Is because of 
the uncertainty of the real circulating 
value of the constitutionalist currency. 
The situation approaches 
monetary 
anarchy. 


In the effort to revive trade and In- 
dustry little encouragement can be 
had to foreign horfses, because, they 
cannot afford to sell goods and take 
their pay In currency which they are 
not sure will'be redeemed, at the value 
at which they were asked to take it. 
On the other hand, Mexican importers 
sannot afford to pay gold for foreign 
goods and sell them on the uncertain 
basis of constitutionalist currency. 


Printed In the United States. 


A! leading cause of the uncertainty 
is the large amosnt of spurious cur- 
rency which is known to have been 
put out. The recent issues of consti- 
tutionalist money, so-called, have been 
printed by reputable firms in Wash- 
ington, New York and San Antonio, 
and cannot be counterflelted easily. 
But any kind of printing press seems 
to have been considered sufficient lor 
the first issues. Most of these paper 
notes were of so poor a quality that 
after a little usage they fell to -pieces.

MILK AS A TISSUE-FORMING 


FOOD. 


Pew 
people 
realize how 
much 


nourishment there Ig in milk, par 
tieularly how much tissue-farming ma- 
terial there is In it. They realize that 
it Is rich in fat because they see 
cream rise upon it and know that 1 
la made into butter, but of the fac 
that it la an important tissue forme 
they often lose Bight. It happens tha 
by far the greater part of the tissue- 
forming materials remain in the mil 
after It Is skimmed or after the bu 
ter ig removed from It, so for the pur 
pose of building tip the body skim 
milk counts for as much as an equa 
volume of whole milk and buttermll 
is not far behind. 


Milk does not appear to be verj 


nourishing, probably because it is 
liquid, while most other foods ar 
solids. As a matter of fact, it is no 
a concentrated food, and if a person 
should try to substitute it for mea 
and to take only as much by weigh 
as he does of the meat he would ge 
very little nourishment. But think! I 
takes only two glasses of milk tc 
weigh a pound, and many a persoi 
takes as much as this at a mea] 
while he would never eat a pound o 
meat. - So, while milk has a smal 
percentage of protein, as the tissue 
builders of the fgod are sometime 
called, It counts up in the long run 
because of the large quantities of i 
which a person naturally takes. 


If you want to get an idea of hoy 


much protein there is in miik as com 
pared with some other common foods 
set side by side a glass of milk (one 
fourth of a quart), a medium-sized 
egg (two ounces), a small ball o 
chopped meat (one and a quartei 
ounces of boneless, medium fat beef 
mutton, pork, or other meat. 
Make 


13 balls of equal size out of a pounc 
of meat and you will get about the 
right amount), a piece of cheese hall 
the size of an egg, and a scant qnar- 
ter of a cupful of uncooked, or a hali 
cupful of cooked navy beans or cow 
.peas. (The amounts of beans and 
peas make allowance for the part 
which 
remains 
undigested. 
See 


Farmers' Bulletin 559, page 9.) These 
samples of food will, of course, nol 
represent exactly equal amounts ol 
protein, for all foods vary In composi- 
tion, and besides round numbers have 
been selected for convenience. 
TheJ 


will, however, serve to give an Idea 
of what a glass of milk is equivalent 
to as a tissue former. 


Since milk is so valuable a source 


of nourishment, people naturally de 
sire to know a large number of ways 
of using it. 
One good way to use 


milk, and skim milk in particular. Is 
In making milk soup. This is good for 
the children and not difficult to pre- 
pare. Milk soups, too, are a good way 
of using up small amounts of vege- 
tables which happen to be left over, 
for, 
of course, they are improved by 


being flavored. There is almost nc 
vegetable which cannot be used foi 
this purpose; 
tomatoes, asparagus, 


peas, corn, potatoes, squash, turnips, 
carrots, all are good, and if the 
amount available Is small add a little 
onion to piece out with or onion alone 
can be used. 
Some people simply 


combine the vegetable, after they have 
put it through a sieve, with hot milk 
and season with salt or with salt and 
pepper. 
(Note: 
Wash the sieve at 


once or put it to soak and save much 
trouble.) 
Others thicken the sour 


with a little flour, which makes II 
seem more substantial, and still oth- 
ers add a little butter or cheaper 
fat, 
which they work into the soup 


more or less carefully. 
Here Is a 


recipe for a soup made of cowpean 
and milk taken from Farmers' Bullet 
tin 65_9. Ar_v other peas may be used.
